Conoress.—In the Senate, yesterday, Mr. 
Sewarp reported from the Committee on 
Commerce a bill for the protection of steam- 
boats from damage or destruction by fire. It 
provides the method of constructing the engine 
and fire-rooms, and‘is to go into effect one 
year after its passage. The Senate again dis- 
cussed the bill for the settlement. of the ac- 
counts of Revolutionary officers, but came to 
no conclusion.

Grand Contemplated Ball of U.S. Naval Omi- 
cers spoiled by Minister Dallas—Descrir- 
tien of Hall—Decerations, &c.—Feelings 
of Disappointment at the Navy Yard— 
The Nia gara’s Engines, &c. 

The largest share of the pleasures of this life is 
eaid by some to consist in anticipation more than in 
fruition; be this as it may, an indefinable amount of 
expected gratification has been spoiled by the dis- 
patches from Washington, received at the Navy Yard 
yesterday morning, announcing that Minister Dat- 
tas had decided ‘not to aecept the offer of the Queen 
of Great Britain, to send home the Commander and 
| officers of the Resolute on board of the Retribution, 
Had a bombshell fallen through the roof of the Naval 
Lyceum it could hardly have caused more excitement 
and commotion among the Naval officers than did the 
explosion which followed the announcement from 
Washington, already referred to. The disappoint. 
ment one feels when a great. pleasure is interrupted 
by some sudden, unforeseen casualty seemed to pos- 
sess the mind of every officer, from the Commodore 
down; and niore particularly was it felt by the wives 
of the Naval officers and their lady friends, who had
